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Attachment to Advisory Action 

The applicant traverses the rejection under 35 USC 101 with respect to claims 
27-37. However, the applicant is claiming an archive, which is software or a paper. The 
examiner states that the rejection under 35 USC 101 cannot be overcome with mere 
arguments because it is apparent that an archive is a non-statutory matter. It does not 
matter whether the claims were directed to a new and useful machine or manufacture. 

The applicant traverses the rejection under 35 USC 1 12 with respect to claim 37. 
The examiner did not recognized that the 112 rejection should have been withdrawn 
during the interview The examiner merely stated that the examiner will reconsider the 
applicant's argument in terms of the 112 rejection. However, the examiner does not 
agree with the applicant, and the 1 12 rejection cannot be withdrawn. 

The applicant argues that the rejections of 102 &103 are not valid. After 
reviewing the application and the prior art cited in the previous office action, the 
examiner would not withdraw the rejection. The prior art seems good enough to read on 
the claims. For further explanation, the applicant can refer the previous office action 
mailed out.
